Are Lives Being 
Risked by Work at 
Grand Canyon Prak 


We went out yesterday to take a 
good look at our city’s gulch park 
—otherwise Grand Canyon or Al 
varado Park. We wanted to see 
how many hundreds of our tax- 
paying citizens were enjoying its 
attractions on that warn afternoon. 
There were no visitors there. No 
transportation, either ral or bus 
exists for this isolated place. A 
few city employes were at work. 

The city has spent considerable 
money on the five or six actes of 
this park acquisition that seem 
most adaptable for park purposes. 
There are palms aud ornamental 
plants and some grass and flowers 
—also. some very good natural 
oaks. With the money the city 
bas spent on it this much much of 
the park has a pretty good value. 
The upkeep, however, is a constant 
expense. 

Our attention was arrested by 
that section of the park which 
arises in steep hillside from the 
floor of the guich. On a clltivated 
area of several acres two city em- 
ployes were at work among the 
baby eucalyptus trees that consti- 
tute a grove of the future. There 
were no ropes or other protection 
for these men and a fall down into 
the gnich below might have been-a 
serious matter.

value of $75 an acre on it. Whether 
succeeding ‘‘slices’’ to be bought 
by the city at $1000 an acre Jie 
farther up on this hill we do not 
know.

$5000. The total sum is set at 
$50,000. 

It does look though as if money 
could be better used for more 
urgent purposes just now than in 
buying hillside pasture land at 
$1000 an acre, especially with our 
tax rate at $6.60. Have mercy, 
boys.

Marking the completion of original 
construction throughout the length of 
the Redwood Highway, the Hiouchi 
(Blue Waters) Bridge over the Smith 
River was dedicated and thrown open 
to travel June 22. The importance of 
the completion of this last link was 
emphasized by the presence at the 
ceremonies of the governors of Cali- 
fornia and Oregon and highway of- 
ficials of the three Pacific Coast 
states. The bridge derives its name 
“Hiouchi” from the Indian term mean- 
ing “blue waters,” applied to the 
Smith River because of the deep blue 
coloring of its water. The bridge is 
a through cantilever steel truss struc- 
ture with a total length of 608 feet. 
Its total cost, including approaches, 
was $170,479.50. ? 

Actual contruction has been started 
by the George H. Mauer Company of 
Piedmont on the new $40,000 Crockett 
station of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. $ 

Drilling near Sweitzer’s Grove at 
Bakersfield proved successful for the 
Western Gulf Petroleum Company 
when a gusher, estimated at 1500 bar- 
rels daily, came in without warning. 

Traces of oil have been coming 
from a 160-foot well on the William 
Hay dairy ranch near Watsonville. 
Samples will be taken of the sand 
deposits and sent to the Unversity of 
California for analysis. No ofl wells 
have been drilled in the vicinity.

The 
hangar will be fireproof and. large 
enough to take care of two planes, 
as well as the clubhouse and change 
rooms. 


Siskiyou county Board of Super 
visors has petitioned the State to set 
aside approximately 1000 acres in 
Scott Valley, twenty miles southwest 
of Yreka, as a game refuge for deer. 
The deer in the area have congre 
gated on a ranch which the. owners 
have closed to hunting, but nothing 
definite has been done to insure their 
protection. 

Four Chinese families filed articles 
of incorporation with the Secretary of 
State for purposes of “uniting in 
bonds of fraternity, benevolence and 
charity” under the name of the Loong 
King Tien Yee Association of San 
Francisco. The “four families,” of 
which the men are eligible for mem- 
bership are the Lau, Quan, Jung and 
Chew families. 

Articles of incorporation of the 
Walcot Mutual Water Company of 
Hemet, Riverside county, were filed 
with Secretary of State Frank C: Jor- 
dan. The company proposés to serve 
users of the town of Hemet and mem- 
bers of the San Jacinto Land Asso- 
ciation, in San Diego county.

NEW YORK PLANS 
IMMENSE GROWTH 


Envisages. Great City of Twen- 
ty Millions. 


New York.—A great city of the fu- 
tire, providing for a population of 
20,000,000 with {its industries, schools, 
homes and facilities for comfortable 
living, is envisaged in the regional 
Dlanning committee’s report for a 
hew and greater New York city. 

The report contains proposals de- 
signed to meet a situation of continu- 
ous growth in the metropolitan area. 
It considers a city of 5,528 square 
niles in and about New York, and rec- 
oumends a vast system of airports, 
parks, playgrounds, railway, highway, 
rapid transit and parkway communica: 
tions, and the building of new bridges 
and tunnels wherever necessary. 

The report was sponsored by the 
Russel Sage foundation at a cost of 
$1,000.000 und represented the work 
of seven years. It was presented by 
George McAneny, a member of the 
regional planning committee, before a 
crowded meet’ng at the Enginéering 
Societies’ building recently, 

The regional plan looks ahead to 
1965 and takes as {ts city 22 counties 
In and about New York. The area 
considered is a tenth that of England. 
as large as the state of Connecticut 


‘and nearly five times the size of 


Rhode Island. 

This world city, so vast that the 
mind of man had uever before at- 
tempted to cope with such a problem, 
would be modeled not only for the 
efficiency of industry but for happl- 
ness of its millions of inhabitants. 

There would be parks, playgrounds, 
golf courses’ and. boulevards, and 
enough transportation facilities so 
that the people could move about com- 
fortably and = live without undue 
crowding. : 

Sinee the future of aviation fis “an 
unpredictable thing.” the plan . pro- 
vides for 16 new airports, making a 
total of 88, | 

From these airports passengers 
would be coming and going in a 
stendy stream. The motif of speed 
would be maintained in a metropoll 
fan belt line, connecting with all rail 
ronds entering the region, So that all 
points of the city could be reached 
easily by rail.-hath by passengers and 


in the handling of food stuffs and 
freight. , 

The city would contain 421 separate 
communities, in the states of New 


York, New Jersey and Connectieut— 
all the territory within a radius of 50 
niles from the New York city hall.

FIERCEST FIGHTERS 
AT LAST CONQUERED 


Yaquis of Mexico Finally 
Accept F Fate. 


Mexico City.—Mexico's flercest war- 
riors, the Yaquis, have at last agreed 
te be commanded by non-Yaqu! lead- 
ers. For 400 years—300 under Spanish 
rule, 100 under Mexfean—the Yaquis 
maintained their Independence, refus- 
ing to be conquered. Eeaten at the 
em] by the government, with their 
country in ruins, they now go one step 


-further in becoming Mexicanized by 


their acceptunce of a “-oreign” com- 
mander. 

Four hundred Yaqui! soldiers are at 
Port Perote, a mountain near Orizaba, 
jn the state of Vera Cruz. This ts the 
group which for the first time-in his 
tory has submitted to ‘avi : a non- 
Indian leader, The war office’s an 
nouncement of a change in the organi- 
zation of this Yaqui force was regard 
ed as signifying the disappearance of 
Yaquis as separate units. Hereafter 
they will be part of the army. Colonel 
Enrique Morfin Figueroa hus been as- 
signed to the group under the new 
arrangement, 

Manzo Conqueror of Yaquis. 

The actual conqueror of the Yaqu!s 
was Gen. Francisco Munzo, one of 
the leaders of the present rebellion 
who recently crossed the United States 
border at Nogales to escape falling into 
federal hands. The Manzo campaign 
aguinst the Yaquis, undertaken three 
years ago, tvas organized with 13.000 
troops and equipment which included 
nine airplanes. 

At that time the Yaquis controlled 
a region extending 100 miles north of 
Guaymas, in Senora, end which in 
cluded some of the best lands in the 
republic. The stretch unier Yaqui 
ownersnip extended along the Yaqui 
river valley in a district larger than 
the Imperial valley of California and 
with water resources three times as 
great us those of the Imperial valley. 

Today the only Yaqui country teft in 
Yaqui power is in the Bacatete moun- 
tains, But the power is small. All the 
warriors ure gone or killed. Women 
and children and old men predominate 
in the last citadel. 

As in the present revolution, the 
rebel Indians in Yaquiland lost their 
ight partly through the government's 
use of the most modern arm of war— 
the airplane. The nine planes that 
Munzo had on his front flew con- 
stantly over Yaqui territory bombing 
and spreading terror. Phe federal 
planes drove the inhabitants of Baca- 
tete, the capital, into the mountains 
and finally destroyed it. 

Planes Aided in Conquest. 

Amuiunition ran low after the war 
had raged incessuntly for many 
months, the plane taids coutinued on- 
ceasingly, and finally, cut off from the 
world and beleaguered from the air. 
the Yaquis surrendered. Their sur- 
render, however, was conditional. They 
agreed tu take service in the Mexican 
army provided their own chief, Gen- 
eval Ignacio Mori, should be permitted 
to continue as their head. 

Their liberty curtailed by the rigid 
discipline of the army, the Yaquis were 
not always good soldiers, although 
thelr valor in fighting was unques- 
tioned. The group at Perote was for 
this reason perhaps little better off 
than prisoners. 

The Yaquis still preserve their 
ancient language and customs. AI- 
though they are Christians, in cem 
mon with other Indian tribes of Mex- 
ico, they have mixed the symbols of 
Catholicism with the signs of the old 
gods 

While the Mexican government had 
to all but exterminate them in order 
to pacify them, it seems likely that 
the Yaqui fighting tradition Which has 
existed for 400 years will continue in 
Mexican memory at least for a long 
tlme to come, 


France Grants Asylum 
to War Foe’s Widow 


Paris.—By a special act of the min- 
istry of the interior, .Zita, last of the 
Hapsburg empresses, has been granted 
the sume asylum to France which is 
granted to any other foreigner who 
lives up to the lawé of the republic 
and does not engage in political in- 
trigue. 

The French government considers 
the ex-empress of the Austro-Hungar- 
fan monarchy’ not in the Ught of a 
widow of a ruler once at war witb the 
nllfes, but as a sorrowful mother who 
is trying to educate her children. In- 
vestigation disclosed, that Zita was 
not engaged in politics and. therefore, 
was entitled to residence tn France 
if she chose to live here.

WILL START SOON 
ON BIG AQUEDUCT 


New York Plans to Increase 
Water Pressure. 


New York.—Work on boring a gi- 
gantic aqueduct-20 miles long and 500 
feet beneath the surface of New York 
is to’ begin in a few months. 

The tube, which involves one of the 
major engineering feats of modern 
umes, i3 to be installed for the pur 
pose of increasing the water pressure 
for the residents of. Brooklyn and 
Queens. 

Sixteen ‘ghiaftg are to be sunk along 
the route to the 500-foot level, where 
hundreds of men are expected to 
spend four years in boring through 
the muck and rock. The shafts them- 
selves will be so deep that the Lef- 
court-National building, the city’s new- 
est 40-story Fifth avenue skyscraper, 
would find ifs tower well below street 
level if it could be dropped into one 
of them. 

It was announced that 16 electric 
mine hoists and 62 mine locemotives 
have been ordered for use in creating 
the buried -rnqueduet. It ts te begin 
at the northern end of Van Courtlandt 
park in the Bronx, extend south and 
east under the borough, cross twice 
under the Bronx river, proceed to- 
ward Stony Point, cut under the East 
river to Long Island, cross under 
Queens and Long Island city, proceed 
almost the whole length of Brooklyn 
and terminate at Hamilton avenne, op- 
posite Governcr’s island in Brooklyn. 

The hole to be bored will be 19 feet 
in diameter—size enough for three mo- 
tors to be driven through abreast. The 
workers after descending the shafts 
and becoming. aceustomed to the. -alr 
pressure necessary, are to ream out 
the tunnel with modern boring ma 
chinery and line its walls with a foot- 
thick coating of concrete as they pro- 
ceed. 


Boys Stand on Head to 
Honor Gift to Village 


Leighton Buzzard, Eng.—This town 
has a queer name but even queerer 
is its manner of expressing gratitude. 
Ficuratively speaking the town of 
Leightan Buzzard stands on its head 
to say “Thank You.” 

In the days of Charles I, a wealthy 
London merchant, Edward Wilkes. left 
several parcels of land to Leighton 
Buzzard, the income from which was 
to be devoted to charity. He stipulated 
in his will that the ceremony of “beat- 
ing the bounds,” ip which the parish 
officials go over the chief boundaries 
tapping them with a long willow stick 
on Ascension day, should be concluded |} 
with a public entertainment. 

For years Leighton observed this 
stipulation and then suddenly decided 
it would be nice to honor the memory 
of Sir George by buving a boy stand 
on his head on each parcel of land 
during the beating of the bounds. 

This has gone on for generations, 
and each yeur, months before the 
ceremony, there is a strohg competi. 
tion among the boys of the village | 
to be elecied the official “headsiander.” 

While the parish official reads the 
clause of the will dealing with each 
parcel of ltand on which they are 
standing, the boy remains in a feet-up 
position on the pareel, This custom 
has shown no Signs of dying out. 


Magnet Draws Needle 
From Brain of Baby 


Pottsville, Pa.—A  nine-mouth-old 
baby seemed recovering in a hospital 
after a sewing needle, lodged upright 
in the center of its brain, had been 
removed by means of a strong magnet 

Mrs. Jennie Harvey several days 
ago saw the threaded end of the 
needle protruding from her infant 
daughter Rosanna’s skull about three 
inches above the left eye. Then the 
needle disappeared. At Pottsville hos. 
pital an X-ray showed the location of 
the needle In the baby’s brain. Dr 
J. B. Rogers selected the spot on the 
baby’s skull to which he thought the 
topmost end of the needle was near 
est. He applied a powerful magnet 
and the needle came through the 
baby’s scalp, blackened but intact.

John Adams smiled serenely, closed his tired eyes, and ended his active career. None of 


the bedside watchers. told him that Jefferson, his bitter opponent and dear friend, 
. died two hours before. 
July 4, it was, fifty years after the two patricts had affixed thelr signatures te the Dec! 
tion: “That these United Colonies are, and of right ought to be, Free and Independent states; 
that they are absolved fror all allegiance to the British crown, and that ali political connectioa 
between them and the state of Great Britain is, and ought to be, totally dissolved.” 
Strange that July 4, which stands for the birth of America es a nation, shou'd also 
the death of the two sena who did so auch toward ber creation. “All men are created equal.’ 
Those had been Jefferson's words when he was thirty-five years old. It was he who 
the Declaration of Independence. It was Adams who had taken 
the most active part in the debates that preceded the signing. 
“The colossus of that debate,” Jefferson called Adams. And 
fifty years later, both men died within two hours of each. other. 
Those sessions before the Declaration was read to the 
American people were bittcr and stormy. Not all the delegates 
believed in breaking away from the mother country. 
Opposing political views caused the two men to drift apart. . 
Adams, like Washington, was a Federalist, who believed in a 
strong central government. Jefferson led the Anti-Federalist party. He believed that the gov- 


ernment was an agent for the states, not their master.

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In later years when both men bad retired from politics the old friendship was renewed with 


July 4, 1826, was the fiftieth anniversary of the signing of the Declaration of Independence, 
@ gala day for the United States. The people wanted Adams and Jefferson to partake of the fes- 
tivities, but Adams was ninety-one and Jefferson eighty-three. They were too worn by their long 
battle tor freedom to leave bome. While the gayety was at its height Jefferson passed away. A 


few hours later Adams followed, with bis friend’s name on bis lips. , 


Adoption of 
Declaration, 
by Congress 


(From Jefferson's Autobiography.) 

In Congress, Friday, June 7, 1776. 
The delegates frum Virginia moved, 
in obedience to instructions from their 


“constituents, that the Congress should 


declare that these United Colonies 
are, and of right ought to be, free 
and independent States, that they are 
absolved from all allegiance to the 
British crown, and that all political 
connection between them and the 
State of Great Britain is, and ought 
to he, totally dissolved: that meas- 
ures should be immediately taken for 
procuring the assistance of foreign 
powers, and a confederation be 
formed to bind the Colonies more 
closely together. 

The House being obliged to attend 
at that time to some other business 
the proposition was referred to the 
next day, and the members were or- 
dered to attend punctually at 10 
o'clock. 

Saturday, June 8. They proceeded 
to take it into consideration and re- 
ferred it to a committee of the whole, 
into which they immediately resolved 
themselves, and passed that day and 
Monday, the 10th, in debating on the 
subject. 

It was argued by Wilson, Robert 
B. Rutledge, DBickin 
son and others— 

That, Though they were friends to 
the measure themselves, and saw the 
impossibility that we should” ever 
again be united with Great Britain, 
yet they were aguinst adopting them 
at this time; 

That the conduct we had formerly 
observed was wise and proper sow, 
of deferring to take any capital step 
til! the voice cf the people drove us 
Into it; 

That they were our power, and 
without them our declarations could 
not be carried into effect; 

That the people of the Middle Colo- 
nies (Maryland, Delaware, Pennsyl- 
‘vania, the Jerseys and New York) 
were not yet ripe for bidding adieu 
tu British connection, but that they 
were fast ripening, and, tu a short 
time, would join in the general voice 
of America.

On the other side, it was urged by 
J."Adams, Lee, Wythe and others, 
that no gentleman had argued against 
“the policy or the right of separation 
from Britain, nor hud supposed it 
possible we should ever renew our 
connection; that they had only op- 
posed its being now declared. 

That the question was not whether, 
by a Declaration of Independence, 
we -sbould make ourselves what we 
are not, but whether we should de 
clare a fact which already exists. 

That, as to the people or Partia- 
ment o* England, we had always been 
independent of them, their restraints 
on our trade deriving efficacy from 
our acquiescénce only and bot from 
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any rights they possessed of tmpos 
ing them, and that so far our connec 
tion had been Federa) only and was 
now dissolved by the commencement 
of hostilities, 

That, as to the King, we had been 
bound to him by allegiance, but that 
this bond was now dissolved by his 
assent to the last act of Parllament, 
by which he declares us out of his 
protection, and by his levying war on 
us, a fact which had long ago proved 
us out of his protection; it being a 
certain position in law that allegiance 
and protection are reciprocal, the one 
ceasing when the other is withdrawn.

It appearing in the course of these 
debates that the Cvelonies of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland and South Caro- 
lina were not yet matured for falling 
from the parent stem, but that they 
were fast advancing to-that state, it 
was thought most prudent to walt a 
while for them, and to postpone the 
final decision to July 1; but, that this 
might occasion as little delay as pos- 
sible; a committee was appointed to 
Prepare a Declaration of Indepena. 
ence. The committee were John 
Adams, Dr. Franklin, Roger Sherman, 
Robert R. Livingston and myself. 
Committees were also appointed at 
the same time to prepare a plan of 
confederation for the Colonies and to 
state the terms proper to “be pro- 
posed for foreign alliance. The com- 
mittee for drawing the Declaration of 
Independence. desired me to do-it. It 
was accordingly done, and being ap- 
proved by thein, 1 reported it to the 
Mouse on Friday, the 28th of June, 
when it was ‘read and ordered to Ile 
on the table. On Monday, the Ist of 
July, the House resolved itself into a 
committee of the whole and resumed 
the consideration of the original mo- 
tion made by the delegates of Vir- 
ginia, which, being again debated 
through the day, was carried in the 
affirmative by the votes of New 
Himpshire, Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Georgia. 
South Carolina and Pennsylvania 
voted against it. Delaware had but 
two members present, and they were 
divided. The delegates from New 


- New York declared they were for it 


themselves and were assured their 
constituents were for it; but that 
their instructions having. been drawn 
near a twelve-month before, when 
reconcillation was still the general 
object, they were enjoined by them 
to do nothing which should impede 
that object. They, therefore, thought 
themselves not justifiable in voting on 
elther side, and asked leave to with- 
draw from the question; which was 
given them. The committee rose and 
reported their resolution to the Honse. 
Mr. Edward Rutledge of South Caro 
lina then requested the determination 
might be put off to the next day, as 
he believed his colleagues, though 
they disapproved of the resolution, 
would then join in it for the sake of 
unanimity. The ultimate question, 
whether the House would agree to 
the resolution of. the committee, was 
aceordingly postponed fo the next 
day, when ft was again moved, and 
South Carolina concurred in voting 
for it. In the mean time, a third 
member had come post from the Pela. 
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ware counties and turned the vote of 
that Colony in favor of the resolution. 
Members of a different sentiment at- 
tending that morning from Pennsy}- 
vania also, her vote was changed, so 
that the whole twelve Colonies who 
were authorized to vote at all gave 
their voices for it; and, within a few 
days, the convention of New York 
approved of it and thus supplied the 
void occasioned by the withdrawing 
of her delegates from the vote. 

Congress proceeded the same day 
to consider the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, which had been reported 
and lain on the table the Friday pre- 
ceding and on Monday referred to a 
committee of the whole. The pusil- 
lanimous idea that we had friends in 
England worth keeping terms with 
still haunted the minds of many. For 
this reason, those passages which con- 
veyed censures on the people of Eng- 
land were struck out, lest they should 
give them offense. The clause, too, 
reprobating the enslaving the inhab- 
Itants of Africa was struck out in 
complaisance to South Carolina and 
Georgia, who had never attempted to 
restrain the importation of slaves, and 
who, on the contrary, still wished to 
continue {t. Our Northern brethren 
also, I believe, felt a little tender un- 
der those ‘censures; for though their 
people had very few slaves’ them- 
selves, vet they had been pretty con- 
siderable carriers of them to others. 
The debates, having taken up the 
greater parts of the 2d, 3d’ and 4th 
days of July, were, on the evening of 
the last, closed; the Declaration was 
reported by the committee, agreed to 
by the House, and signed by every 
member present, except Mr. Dickin- 
son. 3 


Fraunces’ Tavern Relic 


. of Revolutionary Days 
Fraunces’ tavern, in New York city, 
was once a meeting place for Revolu- 
tionists, later a warehouse, and atill 
later a saloon, but now stands re 
stored to its aspect as,a tavern. The 
Sons of the Revolution in the state 
of. New York. bought the old building 
after it had descended to the status 
of a_ saloon. It has been recon- 
structed, and its interior and exterior 
conform as nearly as possible to the 
Fraunces’ tavern of Revolutionary 
days. 

John Adams and the delegates to 
the second Continental congress 
stopped overnight there on the way 
to Philadelphia. The Sons of Liberty 
and the Vigilance committee met 
there on April 22, 1774, and planned 
the attack on the London, New York's 
“tea party.” In August, 1775, a shot 
fired from the British ship Asia struck 
the building. The New York provincial 
congress assembled there frum May 
18 to June 30, 1776. 

During the Revolutionary war the 
tavern contributed its lead window 
weights to the manufacture of bullets. 
These bullets were used with effect at 
Forts Montgomery and Clinton. It also 
was the birthplace of the first cham. 
ber of commerce in America, in 1780, 
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Name the gate of the State House at Boston, atthe Weft, ten tablet marking the site of the howe of Jobe Haucoth, first governor of Mase-

Made of Flour Bag 


What nan does not warm up to 
a@smart tw shopping or knitting 
bag? Here }is a new style that has 
many features to recummend it. The 
expanding bottom, for instance, 
makes it extremenly commodious and 
yet does not detract from its smart, 
tailored appearance. There are no 
clumsy drawstrings nor handles, just 
a single strap, fastening at—the bot- 
tom with a snap fastener. An ozt- 
side pocket {is provided for small 
change and kandkerchief. 

Best of all, this bag can be made 
for virtually nothing by the woman 
who has learned to use the empty

flour bags which she has {n the home 
or can get for a few cents from her 
baker. 

Half a flour bag, a piece of sateen 
or other Hining material, 28 by 14 
inches, two yards of bias tape, and a 
small piece of contrasting material 
for the pocket and strap are the only 
materials required. 

The stamping is removed either by 
sonking the flour bag in lard or kero- 
sene for a few hours and then wash- 
ing in warm water, or by using ja- 
velle water. The material can be 
used. effectively in its natural color. 
having contrasting material for the 
pocket strap and binding, or it may 
be dyed some dark color, since it 
takes an excellent dye. 

The pattern is easily cut by follow- 
ing the dimensions and outline given 
in the fllustration. First bind and 
stitch the pocket on the outside. Then 
sew up the sides. Next, lay the edges 
marked “A” parallel to that marked 
“B”" and stitch. This forms the ex- 
panding fold at the bottom. Make the 
lining separate from the outside and 
then put the two together, binding 
the top with the bias tape. 

Lined with a piece of gum rubber 
instead of cloth, this bag affords an 
excellent means of carrying a bath- 
ing suit to and from the beaches- in 
the summer.

With them 
the fear of such misfortunes is usu- | 
ally above the Jure of lost treasures, | 

But my guide was an exceptlon, He 
located the graves by stamping on the 
ground. If it sounded hollow, he would 
bere Into the sundy soll with a thio 
steel rod about five. feet long. In this 
wuy we found severnl graves, shaped 
like old-fashioned straw beehives. The 
dead were buried doubled up, in a 
sitting position. 

The graves nsually contained a few 
pots probnbly filled with food and coca 
Jeaves when placed there. We also 
found tools and drinking cups with 
the dead men.—A. P. Tschiffely tu the-
